ONLY THEIR RIGHTS 


SAYS GOMPERS 


labor Chief Declares Strikers Seek to Have Voice in 


Their Working Conditions. 


Washington, Sept. 26.—The right 


of the employes to have some voice 
in determining the conditions under 
•which they work is the paramount 
jssue In the strike of steel workers, 
Samuel Gompers, president 
of 
the 


American Federation of Labor told 
the senate Investigating committee 
today. Appearing as the second wit- 
ness for labor, Jir. 
Gompers 
was 


first asked by Chairman Kenyon to 
cefine the issues In the controversy. 


PvIGHT TO BE HEARD. 


"The right to be heard is what the 


l^steel workers are asking above all 


else,' Gompers said. 
"The right to 


speak with their employers through 
their own representatives, to have 
some voice In determining conditions 
under which they work. 


;. HAVE BEEN DENIED RIGHTS . 


"The right of workers to associa- 


tion has been 
denied—denied 
with 


all the rower and 
influence 
and 


•wealth of the steel corporation—de- 
nied by brutal 
and unwarrantable 


means. 


"It has been said that most of the 


men taking part In this strike are 
of foreign birth and not naturalized 
citizens. That may be and no doubt 
is true. The largest piopontion of 
steel corporation employes 
are 
of 


foreign birth, but these men were 
brought here by the companies. 


"There was for years a systematic 


effort to bring 
these gangs 
from 


Europe. 
There was a systematic ef- 


fort to eliminate Americans. 
They 


have a harvest to reap now. These 
steel companies have brought about 
tne state of which they now com- 
plain. 


••Under the efforts of the steel cor- 


poration the hourg of labor were al- 


the steel companies trying to exclude 
union men," said Senator Phipps, Re- 
publican, Colorado. 
"Is the policy 


of the unions to try to exclude non- 
union men?" 


"It is the policy of the unions to 


try to organize all workers," Gomp- 
ers said, adding that in all his ex- 
perience he had never known a work- 
man "voluntarily refusing to join a 
union of his craft."

Chicago which he says has many ad- 
vantages In scenic Interest. Besides 
the direct routes from 
Decatur to 


Chicago by way of the Wabash and 
the Illinois Central not a few De- 
catur people have traveled by way 
of the Alton from Bloomtngton and 
the C & E I, from Tuscola and the 
Illinois Central from Champaign.

Men disabled in th* service may 


be heartened by the new regulation 
of the Bureau of War Bisk Insurance 
of July 16th which proYldw that "no 
award of compensation to a disabled 
person shall hereafter be discontin- 
ue or reduced solely Upon evidence 
of hla actual earnings." 


Heretofore, many men have had 


the compensation stopped when they 
were able to ret out and do a little 
work, although perhaps not enough 
to support themselves or their fam- 
ilies 
The following explanation of 


the regulation Is sent out from Na- 
tional Red Cross headquarters to the 
Home Service sections: 


MAY RE-EXAMINE.

The lot is 62% by 
ISO feet, and it contains a nine room 
hnuse. 


USE IT. 


While the Y. W. C. A. has not yet 


decided on any of the details re- 
garding the use of the property, it is 
quite likely that as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made the house will be 
turned into a home for young women 
and used by as many as can be ac- 
commodated in it until the association 
is ready to build a new structure or 
remodel and enlarge 
the 
present 


building, whatever may be decided 
on. 
The need for rooms by young 


women is so acute that it is not 
deemed advisable to wait until such 
time as the association finds itself 
able to build. The Murphy house, of 
course, will be able to take care of 
only a small proportion of the glrlt 
wanting rooms, but it can take care 
of a few and that will be some help 


FUND STARTED. 


It will be remembered that Just a 


few weeks ago announcement was 
made of a gift of J3.000 which had 
been made to the association by a 
friend to be used by the Y. W. C. A. to 
itart a fund fcr the erection of a 
boarding home for 
young women. 


The association workers feel that it 
would not be long until a sum suf- 
ficient to erect a building would be 
donated, If people only realized the 
great need for such a. home. 


DEMAND FOR ROOMS. 


Calls on the association for rooms 


by women increase In number right 
along. 
This fall, when the school 


teachers arrived, there was such s 
demand that the association office 
force was almost desperate. Many 
of the women. whc> call for 
rooms 


wish to locate near the business cen- 
ter, In order to be near their work 
Many of the rooms which might be 
secured In the central part of the 
city are so expensive that teachers 
and others could not afford to pay the 
price. 
More rooms are available in 


more distant parts of the city, but 
many of them are too far out to be 
desirable. 
Tho Y. W. C. A. hopes 


eventually to have a h'ome which will 
accommodate at least sixty young 
women. The securing of this prop- 
erty means that 
the 
demand 
for 


rooms close to the business section 
can be met and young women will be 
able to find not only rooms that are 
desirable-, but they will be at mod- 
erate expense. 


TRANSIENTS. 


It is not only young women whc 


come to Decatur to work or study 
who wish rooms, but there art many 
transients who call at the Y. W. C 
A. for rooms for a temporary period 
only. 
The association hopes to be 


able- to meet this need, also, when 
their new home is buiit. 


Often young girls come here to 


look for work, with only a few dol- 
lars In their pocket. It is not advis- 
able to send such young girls to ho- 
tels, and it is too expensive for them 
if they do go there. Sometimes such 
girls arrive late in the evening, whe: 
it Is almost Impossible to find rooms 
In private homes open to them. One 
of the first aims of the home will be 
to furnish a place with Christian in- 
fluences for the benefit of the young 
girls who ara away from their pa- 
rents, and everything possible wil 
be done to make the home such an at- 
tractive place that the girls will be 
glad to make it their home. 


MORE NEEDED. 


The executive committee of the 


board of directors at a special meet- 
Ing Thursday decided to appoint a 
special committee to take up the mat- 
t«r of detailed plans for the home 
The special committee has not yet 
been appointed.

Two Pounds Each. 


Word was passed out around town 


Friday morning that the Great East- 
ern Tea & Coffee Co., on North Main 
street, had a small stock of sugar on 
hand and within an hour after open- 
ing his store the head of the firm 
locked the doors, formed the waiting 
customers Into i "queue" and served 
them sugar at the rate of two pounds 
to a customer, twenty-three cents for 
the two pounds. 


By eleven o'clock the busy force had 


served 900 customers but the bottom 
of the last barrel of sugar was rap- 
idly being reached. 


NEWS SPREADS,

TRIED TO GET CONFERENCE. 
Mr. Gompers discussed the situa-

ion committee and suggested that the 
strike be deferred," 
Gompers con- 


tinued., "A general 
meeting 
was 


called and the responsible officers of 
the union resolved there to strike 
Sept 22, unless Judge, Gary, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
steel corporation, consented to a con- 
ference. 


"I got a telegram from the presi- 


dent asking me to use my efforts 
to secure a delay. I dictated a mes- 
sage to Mr. Fitzpatrlck, chairman of 
the steel workers' committee, ask- 
ing that the president's request be 
complied with. He told me the men 
were In such a frame of mind that 
they could not be prevented from 
striking, even should the committee 
vote for delay.' 


"Several of the International union 


officers had declared in favor of post- 
poning," Gompers continued. "They 
met In Pittsburgh on Sept. 17 and IS 
and my letter was read. Organizers 
who favored postponement, reported 
that they could not maintain their po- 
sition. 
They voted almost unani- 


mously to strike on the original date 


"They knew the strike would have 


taken place anyway, unguided, dis- 
jointed, and leaderless. 
Their choice 


was not that of having no strike, but 
simply of having a disorganized or 
an organized strike, under the guid- 
ance of experienced men."
